28 VDC is just 24 VDC with the generator on. Somewhere I had an 
article on aircraft power systems. Might have been in Aviation Week 
magazine. The battery is 24 volts, the generator is 28 volts. Minimum 
voltage during engine start can be as low as 9 volts. Peak transients 
can hit 100 volts during generator shutdown. Modern avionics are 
designed to coast right through all that. Don't sweat it. 


If you want to use your R-392 mobile, but can't get 28 volts at 100 
amps out of the lighter plug, start saving your money for a new car. 
It's official, starting in the year 2002, the car industry will begin 
rolling out the next generation auto electrical system. They are 
tripling the voltage. The battery goes to 36 volts, the alternator to 
42 volts. (It will be a dual voltage system for a long time yet, with 
12-14 volts available for 'old' technology like light bulbs.) 


My first question was how big is a 36 volt battery?! Well, with the 
lower current demands at the higher voltage, it will be smaller, not 
larger! 


Anyway, all you need is a switching step-down regulator to provide 28 
volts at lots of amps!

I've added a pix to my website of the front panel of a restored St. 
Julien's R-390A. Too bad I didn't have a "before" shot! The pix isn't the 
best, but gives you an idea of what can be done with determination. 


The panel has been stripped and repainted with a baked on enamel finish 
over an aluminum undercoat. It is very close in colour (light grey) to one 
unit I have that is of US Navy origins. The knobs also baked finish. The 
meters are not originals, but are reasonable equivalents. The RF deck in 
this one is the unit I wrote up in my ER article on the RF module, and the 
rest is in pretty good condition too. 


The cover over the digital readout has NOT been refinished (in the works) 
but has a nice new glass made from a microscope slide - as someone 
suggested on the list. 


Haven't finished tweaking it yet, but the first rough alignment gave a 
sensitivity of between 0.2 microvolts and 0.8 microvolts depending on 
frequency. (2kHz bandwidth, 50% mod, measured with a true RMS voltmeter 
across 600 ohm precision resistor on local audio out, 10 db S+N/N). Should 
be able to do a bit better - as other units I have are below 0.4 microvolts 
on all bands. BTW, these measurements are at the very bottom limit of my 
ability to measure, much less to calibrate my signal generator, etc. So 
your mileage may indeed vary!

These Nuvistor numbers are still prized and lauded by some VHFers but 
Frank, as a rule, won't use anything not homebrewed, which I pointed out 
to him and he just said he had a sked to keep. The Parks, with its 2M 
input and 6M output, would feed the FM radio in his car. Frank's FM 
band is 40 to 54 mc.
